To-day’s Elections. 
By Associated Press.) 

Cmcaco, Nov. 4.—The weather is 
brilliant and a large vote is being 
polled. Many voters came with their 
ballots already prepared. Tickets are 
heavily scratched, and eve:ybody is 
at sea as to the results. 

The indications are that Congress- 
man Adams (Rep.) is having a bard 
fight for Congress in the First district, 
and that Taylor (Rep.) is having a 
similar experience. 

New York, Nov. 4.—The polls 
opened at 6 o’clock this morning and 
the work of voting under the new bal- 
lot law is unnsually large, and a num- 
bor of workers about the polls, the 
People’s Municipal League alone sup- 
plying a small army of them. The 
politicians of every party made un- 
usual efforts to get out a full vote 
early. The voiing under the new law 
has proceeded more slowly than usual, 
but with greater steadiness. At noon 
there was a greater proportion of the 
registered voters in than has been 
customary at that hour. The new 
ballot law did not seem to interfere 
with the tenement house districts. 
They have all been diligently in- 
structed in the use of pasters, and far 
more of them than of the original 
official ballots were used. In almost

The Senator has 
evidently never looked upon Ne- 
vada as possessing any advantage 
other than mining, and has not 
given her agricultural possivilities 
that careful thought that he has to 


tr around Santa Monica. We 
think Nevada bas a great future as 

agricultural State, and that if 
evers mine within our borders 
should be closed down to-morrow 
we would still live, and in time 
become great and prosperous, But 
as great minds differ we will not 
attempt to gonvert Seuator Jones, 
and we are quite sure that he can 
not convert us to his way of 
thinking. 

We have as good markets as our 
forefathers had in Indiana and 
Ohio when they begau to build up 
those States. Our cattle men, as 
well as miners, merchants and 
workmen, buy in Chicago, Sacra- 
mento, Salt Lake and elsewhere 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of produce that could be 
raised here. If all our hams, lard, | 
bacon, butter, eggs, chickens, bott - 
toes, cabbages, grapes, pickles and | 
other things, which can be grown 
as well as avy where in the 
world, were produced at home, | 
Nevada would be better than Utah | 
and have more peeple. Even if 
Nevada could not ship out her 

produce, the men who raise it live 
better thiti farmers anywhere else 
in the world, 

It is not true in auy sense that 
we cannot market what we raise. 
We can market apples, plums, 
grapes, etc., by supplying the de- 
mands iu Colorado, Montana and 
Idaho. Wecan market alfalfa by 
turning it into beef, pork, etc.; 
wheat by turning it into flour for 
the lumber and cattle camps, as 
well as by shipping it to Port 
Costa at five dollars a ton freight. 

A man is a long way behind the 
times who says that agriculture 
wil: fail when mines are wanting. 
Agriculture is the yeast that de- 
velops society. It is the founda- | 
tion of all development, and 
Nevada will prove no exception to 
this law. We want the mines, of 
course, but we seem to want some- 
thing else worse, for the State is 
going down under the mining 
regime, and only an agricultural 
development will save it. 

We trust that Senator Jones 
will give the storage and reclama- 
tion questions of Nevada that 
same careful attention that he has 
given to the silver and tariff ques- 
tions. The uid of so brilliant a 
a mind, backed by the resource of 
wealth and station at his command, 
would do much to advance the 
struggling industries of our State. 


THe election is passing off 
quietly and promises a peaceful so- 
lution of the question of who can 
best govern our affairs forthe next | 
two and four years. This is as it 
should be, for there is no sense in 
life-long friends and neighbors be- 
coming estranged over political 
issues when there is no more at 
stake than there is in this cam- 
paigu.

A short time ago, says a New York 
Francisco 
Argonaut, while sitting at a table in a 
Cooney Island restaurant with the re- 
doubtable B——, best company to be 
found in town, our attention was at- 
ted by the entrance of a most pe- 
euliar-looking man.
